Two billions times a 
year someone opens a Christmas card, just in the United States alone 
This is quite a jump from something which started in London in about 
1843. Santa Claus was apparently originally a real person. but not as we 
depict him today. One early reference is of a minor saint from the 4th 
century who was imprisoned by the Roman emperor Diocletian for his 
Christian beliefs. In 1087 Italian sailors (the Navy always gets blamed 
for many things) stole his remains from a grave at his church in Myra 
and took them to Bari, Italy, where they remain today. His tradition was 
brought to America by Dutch in the 17th century. He gained a sleigh. 
reindeer and their names plus the chimney with Clement Moore writing 
of “The Night Before Christmas” in 1822. Originally written for his 
own family. Moore didn’t acknowledge writing the story for 15 years! 
Rudolf is the invention of the advertising department of Montgomery 
Ward in 1939 and was made popular when the singing cowboy Gene 
Autry in 1949 put the poem to music. This Christmas song is second 
only to “White Christmas,” the Irving Berlin song made popular by 
Bing Crosby in the movie “Holiday Inn” in 1942. One last tidbit deals 
with the oft used. oft scorned use of Xmas for Christmas. The scorn will 
be less violent if we remember that the Greek word for Christ is Xristos

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Holiday season represents many cultural celebrations

The holiday season represents 
many cultural celebrations. Major 
holidays celebrated during Decem- 
ber include the Christian Christmas, 
Jewish Hanukkah and African 
American Kwanzaa. Several othet 
international holidays are also cele 
brated by smaller ethnic groups 

These holiday celebrations offer 
parents an excellent opportunity to 
teach their children to respect other 
cultures and traditions. In addition 
to providing opportunities for fami- 
lies to celebrate together, rituals 
teach families how to communicate 
and adapt, and they often affirm 
family values, faith and beliefs. 

While most Americans know and 
participate in religious Christmas 
traditions which celebrate the birth 
of Jesus, or cultural Christmas tra- 
ditions involving St. Nick (Santa 
Claus), many don’t know the tradi- 
tions of some of their neighbors. 

Hanukkah, known as the Festival 
of Lights, is a relatively minor holi- 
day in the Jewish calendar but it 
has been magnified because of its 
closeness to Christmas. Hanukkah 
is an eight-day celebration that 
begins December 3rd. It commem- 
orates the successful fight for reli- 
gious freedom and the rededication 
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of the Temple once it was reclaimed 
from the Greco-Syrians 

Several traditions are involved in 
the celebration of Hanukkah The 
most visible lighting of the 
menorah, a candlestick holding 
nine candles. The center candle 1 
lit first and then used to light one 
candle each night for eight nights

Some gifts are exchanged but they 
are not a part of the traditional 
Hanukkah celebration. Traditional 
ly, the gift-giving time is Purim in 
the spring. People celebrating 
Hanukkah eat foods fried in oil, 
including potato latkes and jelly 
doughnuts, These foods commemo 
rate the lamp in the newly rededi 
cated Temple that miraculously 
burned for eight days on enough oil 
for one day. Children play dreidel 
with a four-sided top. Each side 1s 
inscribed with a Hebrew letter 
spelling out “A great miracle hap 
pened here,” o1 outside Israel, “A 
great miracle happened there.” 

A new celebration gaining popu 
larity is Kwanzaa, an Africans 
American celebration from Decem- 
ber 26th-January Ist. It's a harvest 
festival developed in 1966 by a pro 
fessor of Pan-African studies and a 
black cultural leader. The name 
comes from the Swahili phrase 
meaning “first fruits.”
